Mr. Clemons retires to his
study every morning after breakfast and
wriles steadily until4 in the afternoon.

The
floor is bare and has across ome corner
somo pages of manunscript and scraps of
nowspaper articles pinned to it to prevent
dispersion by tho wind. Thero is a table
in the centre of the room, covered with
books, pamphlets, newspapers, maou-
soripts, and all the ia of au-
thorship. On one side isa comfortable
looking lounge, somewhat soiled by use,
and over the fireplace is a shelf, on which
crgstuafewbw?lndnmpb of boxes of
oice cigars. That is all except a perva-
sive odor of smoke.
T'he 5 o’clock dinner hour brings Mark
Twain up from the city, and he joins his
family in the parior. He is now 47 years
of age, with iron gray hair cut rather
short, and moustacheof the same color.
Ite is of medium height, inclining to port-
liness, bhas a small, black, ng eye and
a rather aquiline nose. He is pleasant in
his manner and talks when he has any-
thing to say, but}has a particular horror of
people who expect to be entertained by h's
remarks, and especially of some who seem
to think that they must talk nothing but
nonsense in his presense.
